East of England deputy traffic com¬ 
missioner Miles Dorrington said SM 
Coaches, which operates six routes in the 
town, had “consistently failed to operate 
its vehicles in a fit and roadworthy man¬ 
ner for a long period of time”, 

Mr Dorrington, who chaired a public 
inquiry in September, said in his 20-page 
report that the suspension was designed 
to act as a “short, sharp and sobering 
shock and to give the operator the oppor¬ 
tunity to reflect upon its failings.” 

SM Coaches, of Burnt Mill, first land¬ 
ed in hot water with the Vehicle and 
Operator Services Agency in 2007 for 
using an unlicensed bus. 

In November 2009 VOSA inspectors 
found there had been a “significant fail¬ 
ure” in the company’s maintenance sys¬ 
tem. This was deemed “unsatisfactory” 
during a follow-up visit. 

This year VOSA finally called a pub¬ 
lic inquiry after the company failed to 
notify it of five convictions for not dis¬ 
playing operator licence identity discs. 

The hearing found SM Coaches had a 
poor first-time MOT pass rate for its 
vehicles, having presented one “clearly 


in a road safety critical condition”. 

A VOSA inspector told the panel there 
had been multiple failures that were seri¬ 
ous in nature. On one occasion, eight out 
of 10 nuts on a wheel were found to be 
loose. 

Company director Philip Knight was 


also criticised for failing to report five 
convictions for not displaying the identi¬ 
ty discs and for making unsubstantiated 
allegations against a VOSA vehicle 
examiner. 

Although Mr Dorrington decided not 
to strip the company of its licence, he 


warned its reputation had been “severely 
tarnished” and ordered an unannounced 
follow-up inspection within the next 10 
months. 

He also refused a request to increase 
the company’s fleet from 16 buses to 24. 

“The operator failed in a serious and 


prolonged manner to ensure mainte¬ 
nance compliance, and road safety had 
been placed at risk on occasions,” he 
said. 

“It goes without saying that this is the 
very last chance that this operator will be 
given.” 

Councillor Russell Perrin, portfolio 
holder for regeneration and enterprise at 
Harlow Council, said it welcomed the 
deputy traffic commissioner's report. 

“This ruling follows what were clearly 
unacceptable lapses by this operator on 
safety and maintenance,” he said. 
“Harlow residents should rightly expect 
a high quality bus service and on this 
occasion they were badly let down. 

“We welcome the pledge to keep 
checking the safety and maintenance of 
SM Coaches.” 

He added that last night (Wednesday) 
the council held a public meeting on bus 
issues and it would continue to ensure all 
operators were made aware of issues 
raised by passengers. 

The Star approached SM Coaches for 
a comment but had not received a 
response by the time of going to press.

Razed Roof, an inclusive drama group for 
people with and without learning difficulties, 
is the only organisation in Essex to have 
made it through to the finals of the national 
competition which celebrates the achieve¬ 
ments of the UK’s favourite Lottery-funded 
projects. 

The group was first shortlisted in June for 
its Inclusion Through Practise project which 
used a £10,000 Lottery grant to help people 
with severe learning difficulties put on a spe¬ 
cially adapted production of Billy Elliot at

A short film about Razed Roof’s work will 
be featured during Saturday’s show which 
starts at 9.30pm on BBC1. Group chairman 
Professor Peter Lines, artistic director Ann¬ 
ette Lidster and members Emma Hutchin and 
Clifford Ellis are attending the event. 

The rest of the group will be watching the 
results together at a special party at The 
Playhouse. 

“We have been overwhelmed by the enthu¬ 
siastic support we have received during the 
public voting, not only from our local com¬ 
munity in Harlow but also from friends and 
supporters all over the country,” said Annette. 

“Every member of the group has been 


canvassing with a passion and we have 
enjoyed every moment of sharing our 
achievements with others. 

“Given all the amazing projects being sup¬ 
ported by the National Lottery, it is a privi¬ 
lege to have got through to the final of the 
awards.” 

She added: “It is thanks to the Lottery 
funding that our project has happened and it 
would be the icing on the cake for our staff, 
volunteers and supporters to receive national 
recognition for the positive impact they 
make.” 

The winning project will be presented with 
an award and a £2,000 cash prize by show 
host Myleen Klass.

POLICE arrested a man 
during an early morning 
raid on a cannabis farm in 
Harlow on Sunday. 

Officers executing a search 
warrant forced their way into 
the house in Bush Fair and dis¬ 
covered around 50 plants and 
equipment suggestive of drugs 
production. 

According to neighbours, it 
took until lunchtime to clear 
the premises of the plants and 
equipment found. 

A neighbour told the Star: 
“We were woken at 6.30am to 
the sounds of banging which 
turned out to be the police 
forcing their way into the 
house. 

“I later went out to see what 
was going on and all these men 
were coming and going from 
the house with UV lights, 
sprinkler equipment, garden¬ 
ing stuff and tons and tons of 
weed. I have never seen so 
much in my life. 

“I had reported a strong 
smell of weed to the council in 
the summer but I never thought 
it would be anything like this. 
It is just unbelievable.” 

Sergeant Kevin Gaye of the 
Western Tactical Team said: “I 
want to reinforce our message 
that we will continue to inves¬ 
tigate people believed to be 
involved in drugs as this illegal 
activity won’t be tolerated or 
ignored. 

“We hope to reassure our 
residents that any concerns 
around crime in an area will be 
investigated and acted on 
where necessary to ensure peo¬ 
ple’s day to day lives remain 
unaffected.” 

A 49-year-old was arrested 
and charged with being con¬ 
cerned with the production of a 
controlled drug and obstruct¬ 
ing electricity without authori¬ 
ty. 

He appeared at Harlow 
Court on Monday and was 
remanded in custody until 
November 7.

I had my colon removed 
to reduce risk of cancer 


A FATHER-of-six suffering from a 
serious hereditary bowel condition that 
also affects four of his children is 
organising a fundraising event in aid of 
a support group for those with the 
disease. 

Jason Brace (41) is hosting a buffet and family 
disco at Harlow Football Club to help support 
other sufferers of familial adenomatous polyposis 
(FAP). 

Jason first discovered he had the disease at the 
age of 17 after his own father was also diagnosed, 
resulting in him having his colon removed to 
reduce the risk of getting cancer. 

“I didn’t have any symptoms when I was first 
diagnosed,” said Jason, who lives in Pennymead, 
Harlow. “Even my dad only had flu-like 
symptoms but it quickly became much more 
serious. 

“He immediately had to have his rectum and 
colon removed and I had to have my colon 
removed, as will all my children when they reach 
16.” 

FAP, which affects one in 10,000 people, is 
caused by a mutation in the gene, characterised 
by the development of thousands of polyps in the 
colon. 

Although each polyp has a low risk of turning 
cancerous, the patient has so many that colon

cancer is almost inevitable by the age of 50 
unless the colon is removed 
“I try to take the condition with a pinch of salt,” 
said Jason. “It is a pain having to have regular 
check-ups but I am alive and well so I keep 
positive.” 

With FAP affecting so many members of his 
family, Jason decided to become involved with 
Polypeople, a support group for those affected by 
the disease. He hopes the charity night will help 
bring in some much-needed funds for the 
organisation. 

“We are only a small charity but aim to support 
those with polyposis, help fond research into the 
condition and also raise more awareness about 
it,” he said. 

“The buffet and disco night is the first big event I 
have ever organised but I am confident that 
everyone will have a really good time whilst 
raising money for a great cause.” 

The charity night takes place on Saturday, 
November 12, starting at 7.30pm. Tickets cost 
£10 per adult with children free.

THE furious owners of a Harlow 
foot spa claim they are are suffering 
from the backlash of reports in the 
national press that trendy fish pedi¬ 
cures could be responsible for spre¬ 
ading diseases such as hepatitis C 
and Aids.

Open verdict on man 
killed in car park fall 


A CORONER has recorded an 
open verdict at the inquest of a 
man who fell to his death from 
the top of a car park in Harlow 
town centre. 

Richard Duckworth (35), of 
Wedhey, Harlow, died from 
multiple fractures and internal 
injuries which he suffered in 
the fall from the Terminus 
Street multi-storey in January 
2009, Chelmsford Coroners 
Court was told on Friday. 

At the time of his death Mr 
Duckworth was under the care 
of the North Essex Partnership 
Foundation Trust Mental 
Health at Aylmer House in 


Harlow. However, the inquest 
was told that two days before 
the fall he had failed to turn up 
for an appointment. 

Coroner's officer Simon 
Oakley said there were were no 
suspicious circumstances sur¬ 
rounding the case, adding: “He 
may have been under the influ¬ 
ence of cannabis at the time 
and a psychotic drug at thera¬ 
peutic level was also in his sys¬ 
tem." 

Recording an open verdict, 
coroner Michelle Brown said 
there was insufficient evidence 
to show Mr Duckworth intend¬ 
ed to take his own life. 


Halfon's fuel tax petition 
secures Commons debate 


HARLOW MP Robert Halfon 
has won his campaign for a 
Parliamentary debate on fuel 
tax after more than 100,000 
people signed his e-petition 
organised with FairFuel UK. 

Mr Halfon was told this week 
the go-ahead had been given for 
a three-hour debate in the main 
chamber of the House of Com¬ 
mons. It is scheduled to take 
place on Tuesday, November 15. 

The e-petition, which was 
tabled by Mr Halfon, was one of 
the first to attract in excess of 
the 100,000 signatures needed 
to trigger a debate in the cham¬ 
ber. 

“The rising cost of fuel is a 


major issue which affects 
everyone,” he told the Star. “I 
am delighted that the petition 
received such marvellous sup¬ 
port in such a short time.” 

He added: “Figures from the 
RAC show that the average 
motorist in Harlow is getting 
fleeced for £1,700 a year just to 
fill up the family car. This is 
one tenth of the average local 
salary. 

“The case for cheaper petrol 
is not just popular; it is good 
economics, too. Experts at the 
LSE have published research 
showing that our soaring petrol 
prices are contributing to UK 
unemployment.” 


the facility every day! It just isn’t the case at 
all and extremely unfair for people like us 
who have to deal with the consequences of 
such sensational reporting.” 

The treatment involves customers putting 
their feet or hands into tanks containing tiny 
Garra rufa fish which feed off dead skin cells.

“Our tanks are sterilised up to 10 times an 
hour and we submit all customers to a thor¬ 
ough check before allowing them to use the 
tanks. Anyone with open cuts or abrasions 
would not be allowed contact with the water.” 

He added: “Anyone who has used the treat¬ 
ment before has absolutely loved it and have 
never reported any problems afterwards. 

“We just hope people will ignore these 
absurd accusations and come down, check 
out our facilities for themselves and talk to us 
if they have any concerns to get the real 
facts.”

alcohol 

This issue is just plain and 
simple bad management 
and even worse customer 
relations. 

The One Stop Shop lost its 
licence to sell alcohol 
because of the failure of a 
number of test purchases. 


Not one, a number. 

Licences are not revoked as 
the result of a single error. 
This was a failure and a 
clear management issue. 
One could draw the 
conclusion that the 
company’s pledge to Harlow 
Council was not only a little 
over the top but a clear 
indication of their concerns 
over their ability to enforce 
adequate training. I know 
of no other store with such 
a punitive policy. 

My mother did present 
adequate proof of both age 


(in general terms) and 
identity, complete with a 
photograph. Clearly the 
checkout operative had not 
received adequate training 
and did not feel free to call 
a manager. 

When I went in to complain 
the morning after the 
incident the person I spoke 
to merely said “It’s policy”. 
When I pressed her she 
then told me she would look 
into it without even the hint 
of an apology. An ‘I'm so 
sorry, I will check it out for 
you’ would have defused the 


situation nicely. 

I am reminded of Douglas 
Bader’s famous comment: 
“Rules are made for the 
guidance of the wise and 
the blind obedience of 
fools”. 

Would it have been beyond 
the capability of the 
checkout operator to verify 
matters with a manager? 
Would the manager have 
had the common sense to 
recognise the stupidity of 
the situation and the 
resulting confusion of an 
aged lady? Can we really 
believe that had the Harlow 
Council inspector been 
present they would have 
again revoked the 
company’s liquor licence? 
The mind boggles. 

So all you pensioners 
shopping in The Stow, if you 
need to top up your liquor 
supply take your birth 
certificate with you. Or do 
as my mother did and go 
across to the off licence just 
across the square where you 
will be very warmly 
welcomed and very 
professionally served.

I T may have been a pocket 
or two that was picked by 
Fagin and his band of 
urchins in Charles Dickens’ 
classic story Oliver Twist , but 
it’s the memories of Star 
readers that are ripe for 
picking here on the Nostalgia 
desk.

“This time you 
carried a picture of some of the cast 
from the Playhouse production of 
Oliver! and whilst I’m pretty sure 
I'm not in that photo I was in the 
production playing one of the Artful 
Dodgers. 

“We were all double cast because of 



the performing laws. The 
production ran for two weeks and 
we performed alternate nights. 
“William Overton [who sent in the 
cast photographt we published] was 
Oliver and his Dodger was a young 
lad call Nick Chinnery who is 
standing immediately behind 
William in the photo. The other 
Oliver who I played opposite was 


Tom Hill.” 

Ian, who sent in photographic 
evidence of his moment in the 
spotlight (left), said he was 13 at 
the time of the production and 
remembers all the cast being in awe 
of Derek Banks - the actor playing 
Fagin. 

“He was a master craftsman on the 
stage but also very funny and 
friendly off it,” said Ian. 

“To the best of my recollection 
there have been four local amateur 
productions of Oliver! in the 40- 
year history of Harlow Playhouse 
and I was in the first three - 
playing Dodger in the original of 
1977, Noah Claypole in a mid- 
1980s production and one in 1999 
playing Bill Sykes where I once 
again performed opposite Derek 
Banks reprising his role of Fagin.” 
Ian added: “As Oliver! has been 
such a pivotal production in the 
theatre’s 40 years it was probably 
about time to say ‘Please sir, can 
we have some more?’ And lo and 
behold there’s a production on this 
week!”

Transforming the 
PAH approach to 
emergency care 


R EFORM of the NHS is high on 
the Government’s list of 
priorities and the effects of the 
debt crisis are already having an 
impact on health services in Harlow. 
The Princess Alexandra Hospital NHS Trust 
has been set a target of saving £39m over the 
next three years. The introduction of an 
ambitious transformation programme - which 
focuses on caring and safety - has already 
resulted in major improvements in the way it 
treats patients. 

New ways of working mean that people are 
being seen quicker, getting better care and 
spending less time in hospital. And the 
changes are helping to safeguard the 
hospital’s future by saving millions of 
pounds. 

Many parts of the NHS say they are 
struggling to cope with rising demand, but 
medics at PAH say the new way of working is 
revolutionising the way it deals with urgent 


The 

Princess Alexandra 
Hospital NHS Trust has embarked 
on one of the biggest programmes of 
change in its history. 
Building for Excellence aims is to make the 
hospital one of the best in England by focussing 
on quality of care, patient safety and efficiency. 
Senior doctors and nurses are being given a 
much bigger say in how the hospital is run 
to ensure that standards rise and 
performance targets are met. 
At the same time 



cases. 

A system called ‘ambulatory care’ means that 
hundreds of patients who in the past would 
have been admitted to hospital can now go 
straight home after being treated. 

The effect on the hospital has been dramatic. 


the 

trust, which has to save 
£17m this year because of 
changes in the NHS and the national 
economic position, says it is on track to 
make the savings while still protecting front 
line services. 

This is being done by shedding around 250 non- 
clinical posts and cutting costs. 

Because the hospital is working more 
efficiently, around 60 beds are being 
closed without affecting the 
service to patients. 


For several months running, the trust has met 
the national target of seeing 95 per cent of all 
emergency patients within four hours. 
Hospital admissions have fallen and in 
August alone this saved more than £150,000. 
The new ambulatory care team is seeing 
patients from all parts of the system, 
including casualty, GPs and community care. 
Acute medicine consultant Dr Yvonne 
Barlow, who leads the project, said: “This is 
transforming our approach to emergency care 
just as day surgery did with routine 
operations 20 years ago. 

“Our senior doctors are involved earlier so 
the right approach in each case can be 
decided quickly. Some patients don’t need a 
bed but do need tests or treatment. This 
system allows them to go home. 

“The need to admit is reduced and it becomes 
easier to run the hospital. Our patients are 
happier, too.” 

The hospital’s medical teams have now 
identified 49 conditions where patients can 
be diagnosed, treated quickly and safely sent 
home. Follow-up care is arranged in the 
community or with a specialist so they don’t 
need to return to hospital, freeing up more 
beds for routine cases which in turn means 
more patients are treated within the 18-week 
target period. 

Other innovations on wards mean that 
patients who do need to be admitted are not 
having to stay as long. 

Trust chief executive Melanie Walker said: 
“This is a period of massive change for our 
hospital. We want people to understand the 
real progress being made and how they can 
contribute.” 



Ease the pressure on 
A&E as staff prepare 
for winter challenges 


W ITH the onset of winter, 
the Princess Alexandra 
Hospital NHS Trust is asking 
people to help hospital staff 
cope with the added pressures 
that the change of season 
brings. 

The hospital is currently on 
track to meet this year’s 
national target of seeing 95 
per cent of all A&E patients 
within four hours, a major 
improvement on previous 
performance. 

But doctors say that in order 
to keep achieving this 
standard during the busy 
winter months, they need 
people only to come to A&E 
when they have a serious 
health need. 

Medical director Dr Sandra 
Dimmock said: “The quality 
of care we are giving to our 
patients is improving all the 
time, but winter is always a 


challenge. People can help us 
by using the NHS wisely so 
we can concentrate on those 
who really need us.” 

Doctors are urging anyone 
who is eligible to get a flu 
jab. The elderly, those with a 
long-term condition, pregnant 
women and young children 
are all entitled to receive a flu 
jab from their GP. 

Health workers are also a 
priority. Princess Alexandra 
Hospital aims to immunise at 
least 80 per cent of its 2,800 
staff. 

Trust chief executive Melanie 
Walker, who was the first to 
volunteer for the jab, said: 
“Using all the other NHS 
services to their full potential 
helps to ensure that we see 
only the sickest patients who 
really need the care and 
treatment we can give.”

NEW Zealand-born screenwriter 
Andrew Niccol has consistently 
conjured dark clouds with his 
visions of life in the 21 st century 
and beyond. 

His debut feature Gattaca cast a chill 
with its depiction of a society 
determined by genetic superiority 
while The Truman Show took the 
concept of a reality TV series to 
chilling extremes. 

For his latest film which he also 
directs, Niccol imagines an 
emotionally starved globe in which 
money has become obsolete and the 


currency is time. 

People are engineered to age until 
they reach 25 years old, at which 
point a timer embedded in their arm 
begins to tick down second by 
second to their demise. 

You can earn, steal or inherit more 
time to extend your life expectancy, 
leading to a vast divide between the 
haves and have-nots. 

The wealthy are essentially immortal: 
forever 25 years old in physical 
appearance with centuries on their 
body clocks to squander at leisure. 
But the poor live from one day to the 
next, unsure if they will be able to 
claw back enough minutes to see 
another sunrise. 

Will Salas (Justin Timberlake) lives in 


the ghetto with his mother (Olivia 
Wilde), making ends meet by 
working at a factory with his best 
friend Borel (Johnny Galecki). During 
a night out, Will has a chance 
encounter with handsome yet 
suicidal rich man Henry Hamilton 
(Matt Bomer). 

Henry donates 100 years of his time 
to Will’s body clock. Granted access 
to the most exclusive parts of the city, 
Will learns the truth about how 
Philippe Weis (Vincent Kartheiser) 
and the men in power manipulate 
the populace for their own gain. 

Will vows to bring down the corrupt 
system, forging an unlikely alliance 
with Philippe’s rebellious daughter 
Sylvia (Amanda Seyfried). 


Meanwhile, time thief Fortis (Alex 
Pettyfer) and timekeeper Raymond 
Leon (Cillian Murphy) both hunt for 
Will, determined to take back the 
time that Henry gave away. 

In Time is a neat concept, stylishly 
executed, with some well- 
orchestrated action sequences to 
paper over a few cracks in logic. 
Timberlake is an appealing hero but 
Murphy brings depth to the hunter 
who takes his role very seriously and 
will not allow Will to upset the status 
quo, but Kartheiser and Pettyfer are 
two-dimensional villains 
Niccol’s film holds our interest, 
building to a satisfying if improbable 
close that ensures we don’t feel like 
we have wasted 109 minutes.

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only In the real world, the DS5 
is heavy enough to make it 
difficult to keep on the motor 
alone using the default ‘Auto’ 
driving mode, so it’s good to 
keep the electric-only ZEV (Zero 
Emissions Vehicle) mode 
activated in town as much as 
possible. 

What’s really striking about the 
DS5 is just how easy it is to get 
on with, whether it’s in town or 
on a mountain pass. It’s an 
incredibly friendly, forgiving 
driving experience and with 
huge reserves of grip it’s also 
an accomplished performer on 
the twisty bits. 

Where I have reservations 
about its drive is the ride 
quality On largely smooth Cote 
D’Azur roads the DS5 was well 
controlled, stable and stayed 
relatively flat around corners. 
But on the odd rough patch, 
more typical of UK roads, it did 
seem to have a lot of suspension 
noise and jolts through the 
cabin. 

Time - and a domestic test - 
will tell whether it's an issue. 

On the whole, though, the DS5 
is a very encouraging prospect. 
It’s likely to offer a lot of 
ownership satisfaction and it’s 
definitely a stylish alternative 
to premium German cars. 

Once the new DS salons arrive 
it should be a remarkable 
buying experience considering 
the price.

C ITROEN’S premium 
line-up is now 
complete with the 
forthcoming arrival of the 
DS5 - and just like the DS3 
and DS4 it’s quite the 
attention-grabber. 

One thing the DS trio all have 
going for them is that they’re 
very distinctive. The DS5 
couldn’t be mistaken for 
anything else and for some 
people that’s a selling point in 
itself. 

From some angles it is 
absolutely stunning but from 
others it doesn’t look right at 
all. But that’s easily brushed off 
in acknowledgement of it being 
a big, quirky French car. 

So quirky, in fact, that half the 
switches that should be on the 
centre console or the doors are 
on the roof for that genuine 
‘cockpit’ feel. 

It’s actually a really well 
designed layout once you’ve 
learned what all the symbols on 
the buttons mean. 

The upholstery style is new and 
looks fantastic. Citroen has 
gone to town on making the DS5 
stand out in as many ways as 
possible and the seats are a 
prime example of a job well 
done. 

There’s decent legroom in the 
back, but the car isn’t as big on 


the inside as you might think, 
so three adults would be a bit 
cramped on the rear 60/40 split 
bench seat. 

Boot space varies according to 
model choice. There’s more 
room in the diesel and petrol 
models than there is in the 
hybrid version. The latter takes 
a hit because of the batteries 
and motor under the boot floor. 
Three trim levels will be on 
offer to begin with, and current 
Citroen owners might be 
familiar with the DSign, DStyle 
and DSport labels. 

One point worth highlighting is 
that while the test car’s 
distinctive 19-inch wheels 
looked great, the standard sets 
on some models are as small as 
16-inch which spoils the 
dramatic looks. 


The build quality is 
outstanding, though. The 
leather quality is remarkable, 
the dashboard materials all look 
and feel very upmarket and I 
didn’ touch one thing during 
my time with the car that felt 
like it had been built down to a 
price. Impressive stuff. 

Not only that, but Citroen is 
planning Maybach-style DS- 
specific showrooms, with 
special configuration salons for 
buyers to touch and see all the 
different trim options and 
colours. That’s going above and 
beyond the norm and should be 
a major pull for buyers. 

At launch the DS5 will be 
available with five powerplants 
and a choice of manual or 
automatic gearboxes. The 
excellent e-HDi 110 and HDi 160 


diesels, which should make up 
the vast majority of sales, are 
joined by THP 155 and THP 200 
petrol engines. 

The 200 is actually more fuel- 
efficient and costs less to tax 
than the 155, so drivers in the 
anticipated five per cent who’ll 
choose a petrol DS5 should 
think carefully 
The fifth power option is the 
Hybrid4 system that has 
already debuted in the Peugeot 
3008. Combining the HDi 160 
diesel engine driving the front 
wheels with an electric motor 
driving the rears, it’s designed 
to give impressive fuel economy 
gains over and above a normal 
diesel model.

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Police probe 
player assault 

THE Metropolitan Police is investigating 
an allegation of assault on Upper 
Clapton rugby player Ben Hester. 

The 19-year-old former Passmores 
School student, who lives in Waterhouse 
Moor in Harlow, was allegedly punched 
in an off-the-ball incident. 

He suffered a broken jaw but did not 
realise and carried on playing for nearly 
half an hour before the pain became 
unbearable. 

Contrary to a report submitted by 
Upper Clapton Rugby Club and 
published in the Star last week, Hester 
was NOT sent off but was the victim of 
an allegedly unprovoked attack. 

This followed the Clapton second row 
player trying to break up a fracas 
between one of his team-mates and a 
player from opponents’ Old Cooperians’ 
front row.

HAWKS co-owner Tom 
Cunningham has dis¬ 
missed claims that the 
club is looking for a 
new manager. 

Rumours over the week¬ 
end and earlier this week 
had claimed that manager 
Danny Chapman’s job was 
not safe. 

However, Cunningham told 
the Star: “There has never 
been a discussion about it.
